1. To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk. 
2. To choose by ballot and major vote three selectmen, 


3. To choose by ballot and major vote three trustees 
of trust funds, one for one year, one for-two years and one 
three years. 

4. To choose by ballot and major vote a _ prosecuting 
agent. 

5. To choose by ballot and major vote all other necess- 
ary town officers and agents for the ensuing year. 


6. To raise such sums of money as may be _ necessary 
for the support of the poor. 

7. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the repairs of highways and bridges. 

8. Tosee what sum of money the town will raise for 
observance of Memoriat Day. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
Publie Library. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
police service. 


11. To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
town charges. 
12. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the high- 


way, leading from the highway at Albert Corbet’s creamery 
to Williard Goodwin’s house.

13. ‘lo see if the town will vote to build a permanant 
road on Main street from the Mohawk bridge to the Ben 
Drew crossing and to raise money for that purpose. 


14. To see what sum of money the town will raise to 
finish paying for the cemetery fence, also for setting the fence 
in cement and for painting it. 

15. To see what sum of money the town will raise, in 
addition to the $800.00 raised last year, for the purpose of 
purchasing suitable Chemical Fire Engine and Truck for con- 
veying the same. 

16. To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
the repair and building of sidewalks. 

17. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money 
not to exceed $2,000 for the purpose of receiving Federal 
Aid on highways. 

18. To see if the town will vote to build a tool shed in 
the village and to raise money for that purpose. 

19. To see if the town will vote to buy one or more 
snow rollers, and to raise money for that purpose. 

20. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees of officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto.
